Withdrawal of the 35 
use 112, first paragraph rejection is therefore respectfully 
requested. 

Claims 9, 14 to 16, 26 to 29, 62 to 78, 88 and 120 to 126 
were allowed. 

Claim 18 (which depends on claims 7 and 15) was objected to, 
but should now be allowed.
